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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Amendment of claim 1 and cancellation of claims 2-1 9 in Paper No. 0704, dated 
July 15, 2004, is acknowledged. Claim 1 is pending in the application. 

Reponses to Amendment 

2. Since the variable R 5 does not represent d. 6 and variables R 3 , R 4 , and N form a 
five-membered heterocycle, therefore, the rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, and 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) has been overcome in Paper No. 0704, dated July 
15, 2004. Since claim 15 has been cancelled, therefore, the rejection of claim 15 under 
35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph and 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) is obviated. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of record, and 
therefore are allowable. This invention relates to aminothiol compounds and acylated 
derivatives thereof. The closest prior art of record is Kang et al. publication, Synlett, 
1994, 10:842-4, see CAS: 122:55341, discloses a compound 1-piperidineethanethiol, 
alpha, beta-diphenyl. The difference between instant claims and Kang et al. is that the 
instant variables R 3 , R 4 , and N form a five-membered heterocycle pyrrolidine, while 
Kang et al. is six-membered heterocycle piperidine at the same position. Suggestion for 
modification of prior art to obtain the instant compounds has not been found. Claim 1 is 
allowed.
